Saturday night all the tinplate 
plants in the country closed down, and 
there is no Indication as to when they 
will again be put in operation. There 
Is a wide difference between the manu- 
facturers and the workers on the subject 
of wages, and the latter insist that not- 
withstanding the reduction of the duty, 
the wages agreed upon in June can be 
paid the rest of the scale year. 



It Is rumored In Swansea, Rngland, 
that there is a movement on foot to 
strike a blow at the tinplate trade of 
the Dnlted States. It being contended 
that the Americans cannot produce cer- 
tain plates without Welsh labor, the 
representatives of labor in Wales are in- 
viting the return to that country of all 
makers of tinplate in America who have 
been discharged from their positions, or 
whose wages have been reduced as a 
consequence of the adoption of the new 
Tariff. 

A clause In the new Tariff Law re- 
news the treaty stipulation of 1875 by 
which sugar from the Sandwich Islands 
Is to be admitted free. Some say this is 
only carrying out the requirements of a 
sacred treaty. That must be admitted,

WIJU OCCUPIED. 

Japs Ttke Possession of a Town 
Without Opposition. 



Friction Between Prince Rung and 
Li-Hung Chang Inevitable. 



f London, Oct 2. — A dispatch from 
Shanghai to the Central News says 
that the Japanese have occupied Wiju 
without meeting with any oppoaitli 
on the part of the Chinese troop*. 
Friction between Prince Kung. the 
. emperor's avuncular appointee to the 
presidency of the Tsuntr Li Yamen 
(the foreign board), and Li Hung 
Chang, the dispatch says, is inevitable. 
The viceroy is certain to be hampered 
in his conduct of operations against tbe 
Japanese. 

The imperial council is completely 
disorganized, and the corruption which 
has prevails* in the commissary de- 
partment for years has left the troops 
with no suitable clothing and a scanty 



other munitions of war, which from 
time to time wera alleged to have been 
bought and paid for, can not now be 
found, and presumably the money rep- 
resented to have bean expended for 
them was appropriated by the official* 
into whose hands it was intrusted. 

The immense camp between Tien- 
Tsin and Taku is filled with raw levies 
of troop*, who are without arms, and, 
in many cases, without sufficient cloth- 
ing to cover them. Disorder In the 
camp is rampant, there being no* the 
slightest degree of diaoipline. Execu- 
tions take pUoe daily, the merest in- 
lnfraotioo of vote or Uw being punish- 
able by the ion of the offender's head. 

Europeans in China are taking refuge 
la the treaty porta, under the protec- 
tion of the warships of their reepeotive 
countries. Large numbers of Chinese 
merchant* are aleo seeking safety in 
flight Their good* are being seised, 
and, in many cases, men of large means 
have been plundered of every vestige 
of property they poseeaeed and beaten 
and otherwise maltreated if they pro- 
tested. Most of these have also made 
their way to the treaty porta 

The troops stationed at Canton have 
been ordered to Formosa. 

The Pall Mall Gazette publishes a 
dispatch from Shahai stating that the 
Japanese troops are reported to be 
nearing Moukden. 

No Chinese soldiers are now in 
Cores, all of them being concentrat- 
ed in the vicinity of M,oukden and 
Hung Chang. 

Chinese transports have gone to Han- 
kow for troops. It is reported that 
Taoki Sheng has been found to be im- 
plicated in furnishing information re- 
garding Chinese movements to the 
Japanese authorities. 

Terrible Tragedy In VFIeconaln. 
Kenosha, Wis., Oct 2. — Four persons 
were roasted alive and two others bad- 
ly burned at the farm residence of H. 
B. Pierce, in Wilmot, near the state 
line. Mr. Pierce is one of the best 
known farmers in the southern part of 
Kenosha county. His family consisted 
of his wife, three sons, aged 23, 20 and 
34 years, and a daughter, aged 18. All 
alept upstairs. The young man first 
noticed the fire and leaped down stairs. 
He then returned to rouse the others, 
but periahed with his brothers and sis- 
ter. The father and mother escaped 
with severe burns.
